Because religious beliefs are 
so..evident in Vietnamese thoughts and 
acts and affect the way they react to.

Vietnam has no state religion

Today's opening installment will 
feature Animism, the religion of the 
Montagnards, Its beliefs and practices 
can be found to some degree in the 
majority of the Vietnamese, 

Animism is a belief in spirits, 
both of dead persons and of inanimate 
objects such as stones, rivers, moun= 
tains and trees, 

This belief holds that each per 
son has a spirit which continues to 
exist even after death has claimed its 
possessor,

Because the spirit continues 
amd exists independently, it must be 
cared for properly and provided with 
its needs and desires in its spirit 
state. Unattended spirits may become 
angry, bitter or revengeful and seek 
to re-enter the earthly life, which 
would create havoc in many ways, 

Since ‘the spirits are associated 
with people, animists believe them to 
be greedy, deceptive, unpredictable 
and possessing every trait lmown to 
man, Those who die violently or whose 
bodies are not recovered and properly 
buried, cause great ‘fear because their 
spirits are embittered by such a fate, 

The animist spends much of his 
thought, effort, energy and wealth 
in observances am rites which will 
appease the spirits. Elaborate rit- 
uals and ceremonies are conducted and 
offerings, such as blood sacrifices, 
are made, 

The animist is constantly on the 
lookout for those spirits who denand 
immediate attention, To aid in this 
search, he secks help fram one of the 
important men of the village~~ his sor~ 
cerere 
The animist also places great ere 
phasis on omens which may come in 
dreams or appear as signs for these 
are believed to be sent by the spirits 
to warn of future evil or good. 

They see sickness am death as 
being spirit-related and take measures 
to protect their children, Parents may 
often give children unfavorable nick= 
names and keep the real name in strict- 
est confidence to decoy the spirits 
away from a child, 

Due to the fact that boys are 
more highly regarded than girls, a sick- 
ly boy may sometimes be dressed as a 
girl or an erring put in one of his 


ears to fool the spirits into think- 
ing he is a girl, 
Mirrors are sometimes placed in

subject, "Your Reserve Obligation," 

There has been quite a bit of 
confusion about this mattere= nob 
only in the 1/824 Artillery but 
throughout the Army. 

WetllL try to clear up a few of 
the points. — 

First of all, almost everyone, 
who entered the Army prior to their 
26th birthday has a sixeyear military 
obligations oe 

This simply means that if you 
have been a twowyear draftees or a 
three-year voluntarily enlisted mm 
you have some time to serve in _the 
reserves e 

Most people realize this but 
they are ‘somewhat. puzzled. by the two 
catagories of reserve status-~Ready 
Reserve and Stamiby Reserve, 

Ready Reserves are subject to act~ 

ive duty ‘callup by the President or 
. Congress,in a declared emergency. 

Standy Reserves are subject to 
be called for active duty only when 
a war or national emergency is declare . 
ed by Congress, . 

If you spent two years on active 
duty you are. subject to two years in 
the ready reserves. abd two more in 
the standby reserves, A three -year 
active duty man weuld spend one year 
in the ready reserve and two on @vande 
bye } 

4s a veteran of Vietnam you will 
not be required to attend weekly or 
monthly rescorve meetings but you may 


‘They say the first two years are 
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be expected to attend summer campe 

If you ETS from the Army with 
an early out you will ‘ still te given 
credit for your entire two or three 
years on active duty. In other words 
you would not be expected to serve 
four years and five months if you re= 
ceived a fiveemonth early out after 
leaving Vietnam. 

Your assignment to a reserye 
unit is automatic and usually occurs 
about 90 days after your separation 
from active dutye 

One last point to renember==<< 
Don't let the summer training slip 
because it could lead to disciplin- 
ary action that would put you back 
on active duty for the rest of your 
six-year obligations 

That, in a mutshell, is what you 
have to look forward to when you ETS, 
the 
hardest.
